FSDXA St Brandon (3B7) DX pedition Receives ARRL Colvin Award (from the ARRL web site) 
NEWINGTON, CT, Feb 7, 2007 -- A planned September DX pedition to St Brandon (3B 7) will benefit from a $5000 
ARRL Colvin Award support grant. The Five Star DX ers Association (FSD XA) team is scheduled to operate as 3B 7C 
from Isle du Sud from September 7 until September 24. Located in the Indian Ocean, St Brandon (Cargados Shoals) is 
part of the Republic of M auritius and was number 45 overall on the latest available most-wanted list of DX CC entities, 
although W est Coast US DX ers put it at number 18. 

"A Ithough we recognize that St Brandon is not terribly high on the 'M ost W anted List’ and that there will be another 
Operation prior to yours, we believe the Five Star operation will outshine all others," said a letter to 3B 7C joint team leader 
Neville Cheadle, G3NUG, from then-Colvin Award Committee Chair Wayne Mills, N7NG. ""We are confident that the 
Five Star group will fill a need by making this country available to many who might not be able to get into the log of a 
more-focused operation." 

A recent 3B 7C DX pedition bulletin by Don Field, G3X TT, reported that two FSDX A members already have visited 
M auritius to set up logistics for the September St Brandon operation and that all necessary permits and licenses were in 
hand. The team will need to transport some six tons of equipment and supplies by boat. 

"There is still alot to be done, but we are all looking forward to putting another rare one on the air," Field said. 

In his grant letter, M ills suggested that the 3B 7C DX pedition could be the first "to focus on those operators who are not 
as capable with M orse," given the elimination of the M orse code requirement for HF access in the US and elsewhere. 
Field said the team would be only too happy to comply. "We will ensure, once we are on the island, that we publicize our 
operating schedules such that inexperienced CW operators can maximize their chances of a contact," he said. 

In addition to the Colvin Award grant, other support for the 3B 7C outing has come from the Northern California DX 
Foundation (NDXF), the Chiltern DX Club (CDXC) inthe UK and the UK DX Foundation. Corporate donors of equip- 
ment include Y aesu, as principal sponsor, as well as Titanex. Y aesu will provide a dozen FT-2000 transceivers and six 
VL1000 linear amplifiers as well as monoband Y agis for all bands 30 through 6 meters. Tinanex-supplied verticals will 
cover 160, 80 and 40. 

Up to 20 world-class operators, most from the UK and the US, are expected to handle the pileups from 12 operating po- 
sitions. The FSDXA says that, given the low point in the sunspot cycle, the 3B 7C team will concentrate on the low bands. 
It's hoping to log in excess of 100,000 QSOs during its stay. 

Formed in 1998, the FSDXA undertook its first DX pedition that year to Spratly Island as 9M OC. That operation racked 
up nearly 66,000 contacts and resulted in the book, DXpeditioning: Behind the Scenes. FSDXA also sponsored the D68C 
Comoros DX pedition in 2001 and the 3B9C DX pedition to Rodrigues Island in 2004 -- also a Colvin A ward winner. In 
1998 an ARRL Colvin A ward grant helped to fun another international group's DX pedition to St Brandon. 

The Colvin Award was established in 1994 with the proceeds of a life insurance policy purchased by Lloyd Colvin, 
W6KG (SK), that named the ARRL as beneficiary. The award is conferred in the form of grants in support of A mateur 
Radio projects that promote international goodwill in the field of DX. 

From the 1960s into the early 1990s, renowned DX ers Lloyd Colvin and his wife Iris, W6QL, activated more than 100 
DXCC entities. Lloyd Colvin died in 1993 and Iris Colvin in 1998.
